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The  hour  of  9:10  a.m.  having  arrived,  the  Town  Moderator,  Marc  P.  Tieger,  reconvened  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  Jaffrey. 

The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  led  by  Boy  Scouts  Greg  and  John  Bennett  from  Troop  33,  after  which 
Mr.  Tieger  asked  everyone  to  remam  standing  for  a  moment  of  reflection. 

Mr.  Tieger  went  over  the  basic  ground  rules  of  how  he  moderates  his  meeting,  and  said  that  by  using  the 
"Hampsey  Method"  it  gives  all  residents  a  fair  chance  to  speak.  Mr.  Tieger  recognized  nonresidents, 
Town  Counsel  Russ  Hilliard,  and  Town  Department  Heads  as  being  allowed  to  speak  during  the  course 
of  the  meeting.

Should  a  development  plan  fail  to  be 
adopted  by  Town  Meeting  2002,  this  TIFD  will  terminate  and  all  funds  accumulated  will  revert 
to  the  General  Fund. 

c.  Authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  District  Administrator  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  NH  RSA  162-K:13  and  to  appoint  a  five  member  Advisory  Board  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  NH  RSA  162-K:14.  The  function  of  the  Advisory  Board  shall  be  to  advise 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  District  Administrator  on  the  establishment  of  a  more 
comprehensive  and  specific  development  plan  for  the  District  and  then  to  advise  and  assist  in 
the  implementation  of  that  plan,  once  approved  by  Town  Meeting.

Article  38.  —  Shall  the  Town  adopt  the  provisions  of  NH  RSA  80:80  providing  that  any  town  at  an 
annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  recession  of  such 
authority,  the  authority  for  the  Selectmen,  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80,  to  dispose  of  property  acquired 
by  Tax  Deed  by  either  conveying  said  property  back  to  its  original  owner(s)  for  consideration  equal 
to  all  associated  unpaid  property  taxes,  interest,  and  expenses  or  sell  said  property  at  public 
auction,  or  to  otherwise  dispose  of  property  as  justice  may  require. 

So  moved  and  seconded.  The  article  was  addressed  by  Selectman  David  Belletete. 

John  Field  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  read  as  last  year's  Article  27,  this  was  seconded  by  Robert 
Stephenson.  A  short  discussion  followed  and  the  amendment  was  then  moved  to  vote.

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Please  come  to  Pratt  Auditorium  between  8  a.m.  and  7:00  p.m.  on 
Tuesday,  March  14,  2000  to  vote  for  the  ofHcers  listed  in  Article  1,  and  the  questions  as  listed  in 
Article  2.     Then  on  Saturday  at  9:00  a.m.,  please  return  to  Pratt  Auditorium  for  the  business 
portion  of  the  meeting. 

Art.  \.  To  choose  the  following  Town  Officers:  (by  Official  Ballot) 

Moderator  -  one  person  for  two  year  term 

Selectman  -  one  person  for  three  year  term 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  -  one  person  for  three  year  term 

Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  -  one  person  for  six  year  term 

Library  Trustee  -  two  persons  for  three  year  terms 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  amendments  to  the  Jaffrey  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  prepared  by  the  Jaffrey  Plarming  Board,  to  be  voted  on  by  Official  Ballot: 

1 .    Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  1  to  the  Land  Use  Plan  as  proposed  by  the 
Plarming  Board?  This  amendment  eliminates  some  inconsistent  wording  in  the  ordinance, 
establishes  provisions  for  storage,  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  for  multi-family  units  within 
Clusters,  contains  standards  for  construction  of  private  roads,  and  requires  a  fifty  foot  buffer  area 
around  the  exterior  of  a  Cluster  Development. 

Yes  No 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Over  the  past  few  years  the  Town  has  authorized  several  changes  in 
the  provisions  regarding  Cluster  Subdivisions,  but  the  revisions  left  some  inconsistent  and 
conflicting  language  in  the  Ordinance.  This  amendment  cleans  up  the  language  and  eliminates 
conflicting  references.  The  amendment  also  contains  new  provisions  for  the  storage  and  collection 
of  rubbish  for  any  multi-family  dwellings  in  a  cluster  subdivision  and  clarifies  the  provisions  for 
fifty  foot  buffer  areas  around  cluster  subdivisions. 
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2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  2  to  the  Land  Use  Plan  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board?  This  amendment  clarifies  language  of  the  sign  ordinance  and  also  contains  new 
provisions  for  signs  in  industrial  parks,  complexes,  and  shopping  centers  often  or  more  acres. 

Yes  No 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Sometimes  language  thought  to  be  clear  can  be  interpreted  to  have  a 
meaning  which  differs  from  what  was  intended.  That  is  why  this  amendment  contains  a  definition 
of  premises,  which  re-emphasizes  what  the  sign  ordinance  originally  intended.  The  amendment 
also  adds  a  new  provision  for  industrial  parks,  complexes,  and  shopping  centers  of  ten  or  more 
acres,  so  it  is  clear  that  each  lot  in  such  a  complex  may  have  one  free-standing  sign  and  also  one 
sign  affixed  to  the  wall  of  a  building. 

3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  3  to  the  Land  Use  Plan  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board?  This  amendment  cleans  up  the  language  and  restores  provisions  allowing  sale  and 
repair  of  automobiles  and  for  upholstery  shops  in  the  Commercial  Districts. 

Yes  No 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Provisions  regarding  the  Commercial  Districts  seem  to  have  gotten 
messed  up  during  copying  of  a  re-publication.  Examples:  (a)  The  wording  would  seem  to  have 
required  that  service  stations  and  parking  lots  be  only  in  an  enclosed  building  or  structures!  And 
(b)  somehow  provisions  allowing  the  sale  and  repair  of  motor  vehicles  had  been  dropped.  This 
amendment  restores  what  had  been  authorized  previously. 

4.  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  4  to  the  Land  Use  Plan  as  proposed  by  the 
Plaiming  Board?  This  amendment  establishes  provisions  regarding  signs  placed  in  windows  in  the 
commercial  districts. 

Yes  No 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  The  sign  ordinance  did  not  have  any  provisions  regarding  signs  in  the 
windows  of  businesses.  This  amendment  addresses  that  by  requiring  that  no  more  than  25%  of 
store  windows  may  be  covered  by  signs. 

5.  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  5  to  the  Land  Use  Plan  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board?  This  amendment  stipulates  that  the  school  portion  of  Impact  Fees  may  be  used  only 
for  capital  projects  and  requires  that  these  funds  be  used  solely  as  revenue  to  reduce  Jaffrey's  local 
education  tax  rate. 

Yes  No 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  The  purpose  of  having  Impact  Fees  is  to  reduce  the  burden  on  the 
Jaffrey  taxpayer  by  having  new  development  share  in  the  capital  costs  occasioned  by  that 
development.  This  amendment  proposed  by  the  Selectmen  and  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board  ensures  that  is  exactly  what  will  happen. 
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6.    Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  Number  1  to  the  Manufactured  Housing/Mobile  Home  Park 

Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?  This  is  a  complete  re-write  of  an  old  ordinance.  The 
new  version  eliminates  out  of  date  language  and  provisions,  adjusts  requirements  to  conform  with 
current  conditions,  and  provides  for  setting  aside  open  space  for  common  use. 

Yes  No 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  amendment  is  a  complete  re-write  whicli  eliminates  out  of  date 
language  and  provisions,  adjusts  requirements  to  conform  with  current  conditions,  including 
requirements  for  water  and  sewer,  storage  and  disposal  of  rubbish,  and  stabilization  of  structures 
as  they  are  placed  on  lots.  Manufactured  housing  structures  being  constructed  today  are  larger 
than  they  were  several  decades  ago,  which  leads  to  a  new  provision  requiring  that  any  new 
manufactured  housing  parks  or  existing  ones  extended  must  set  aside  open  space  for  the  common 
use  of  tenants. 

Art  3.  That  all  reports  submitted  by  Town  Officers  be  accepted  as  read  and  as  printed  in  the  Town 
Report. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  The  purpose  of  this  article  is  simply  to  accept  all  reports  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report,  and  to  take  the  opportunity  to  discuss  them  if  anyone  has  a  question. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum,  not  to  exceed,  One  Million  Five 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,500,000)  for  the  purpose  of  installing  new  water  mains  throughout  the 
water  system.  These  new  mains  will  aid  in  our  efforts  to  conserve  water,  and  provide  better  service.  The 
said  sum  is  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act,  RSA  33:1,  et  seq.,  as  amended,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  obtain  and  accept 
federal,  state  or  other  aid,  if  any,  which  may  become  available  for  said  project  and  to  comply  with  all 
laws  applicable  to  this  project;  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue,  negotiate,  sell  and  deliver  said  bonds 
and  notes  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  the  maturity  and  other  terms  thereof;  and  any  other 
vote  relative  thereto.  The  funding  formula  for  this  bond  shall  be  as  follows:  the  water  users  shall  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  on  two-thirds  (66.7%)  of  the  bond  amount,  or  $1,000,000;  and  the  general  tax  base 
shall  pay  the  principal  and  interest  on  one-third  (33.3%)  of  the  bond  amount,  or  $500,000. 
Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee.  2/3  Ballot  Vote  Required. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  As  you  may  know,  we  have  conducted  extensive  renovations  to  our 
water  system  over  the  past  six  years.  These  improvements  were  largely  based  on  the  requirement 
for  the  Town  to  either  filter  the  water  from  surface  sources,  or  rely  solely  on  groundwater  sources 
which  are  not  required  to  be  filtered.  However,  within  the  use  of  groundwater  sources,  we  must  be 
able  to  prove  to  the  State  of  NH  that  we  can  provide  enough  water  to  the  system  when  our  largest 
groundwater  source  is  out  of  production.  Coupled  with  this  requirement  is  a  need  to  replace  aging 
water  mains  which  frequently  leak  or  break,  and  also  do  not  provide  ideal  pressure  to  some  areas 
of  Town.  Therefore,  we  propose  to  replace  some  of  the  water  mains  which  are  in  the  worst  shape 
this  year.  This  will  provide  for  better  service  throughout  the  system.  Also,  we  hope  that  with  this 
better  service  we  might  be  able  to  reduce  the  amount  of  additional  water  the  system  needs  to 
provide  when  the  largest  well  is  out  of  service. 

Also,  the  Selectmen  formed  a  study  committee  to  determine  if  there  should  be  some  costs  sharing 
between  the  water  system  users  and  the  general  tax  base.  It  is  the  Selectmen's  recommendation 
that  we  split  the  cost  of  this  project  with  the  water  users  paying  2/3  and  the  general  tax  base  paying 
1/3. 
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Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,530,537  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  cost  of  the  town's  operating  expenses  for  the  year  2000.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  is  the  article  which  provides  the  funds  necessary  to  operate  the 
Town  on  an  annual  basis.  This  includes  all  salaries,  maintenance,  supplies  and  programs  which 
are  funded  and  operated  by  the  Town. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  cost  items  included  in  the  collective  bargaining 
agreement  reached  between  the  Town  and  the  Public  Works  union,  AFSCME  Local  2973  which  calls  for 
the  following  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits  (these  amounts  are  included  in  Article  5): 

Year Estimated  Increase 

2000  $48,117 

2001  $18,412 

2002  $19,481 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  is  an  article  which  requires  a  vote  by  the  Town  Meeting  to  ratify 
the  contract  between  the  Town  and  the  employees  from  the  DPW  who  are  in  the  Union.  The 
significant  increase  for  2000  is  due  primarily  to  the  addition  of  two  new  positions  within  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  These  costs  are  then  included  in  the  comparative  increase  from  2000 
to  2001  and  then  to  2002. 

Art.  7.  Shall  Jaffrey,  if  Article  6  is  defeated,  authorize  the  governing  body  to  call  one  special  meeting,  at 
its  option,  to  address  Article  6  cost  items  only? 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  article  is  a  new  requirement  by  law  which  allows  the  Town  to 
delegate  the  authority  to  the  Selectmen  to  call  one  special  town  meeting  to  reconsider  Article  6 
should  it  fail.  If  Article  6  passes,  then  this  article  is  passed  over. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000,  and  to  deposit  said  sum 
into  the  capital  reserve  fund  established  in  1996  under  RSA  35: 1,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  new  or 
refurbishing  existing  firefighting  and/or  rescue  equipment.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  is  the  fifth  straight  year  for  this  requested  amount  to  go  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  replacement  of  fire  equipment.  There  is  currently  $100,000  in  the 
fund  (plus  interest),  and  this  would  bring  it  to  $125,000  +. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $80,000  to  purchase  a  new  dump 
truck  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Our  Department  of  Public  Works  replaces  existing  vehicles  as  they 
reach  the  end  of  their  useful  life.  The  truck,  which  this  one  will  replace,  is  a  1986  model.  The 
truck  is  a  six-wheel  dump  truck  which  is  used  year-round  for  Public  Works  activities. 
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Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  new  surface  for  the  skating  rink/basketball  court  area  at  Humiston  Field.    Recommended 
by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  The  skating  rink/basketball  court  has  not  had  a  new  surface  in  over 
twenty  years.  This  project  includes  the  removal  of  the  existing  surface,  the  excavation  of  roots  and 
stumps  underneath  the  court,  and  the  installation  of  a  new  multi-purpose  surface  for  year-round 
use. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a  trust  fund,  under  NH  RS  A  31:1 9-a,  for  the  purpose  of 
restoration  and  replacement  of  gravestones  throughout  the  town's  cemeteries,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $2,500  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen.  Not  Recommended  by 
the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Due  to  the  continuing  battle  the  Town  has  with  vandals  in  the  town's 
cemeteries,  our  Cemetery  Committee  has  recommended  a  separate  trust  fund  to  be  established  for 
the  restoration  and  replacement  of  gravestones.  We  want  the  Town  to  be  aware  of  the  criminal 
acts  some  people  choose  to  perform  without  regard  to  thf  privacy  of  others.  Also,  beyond  the 
vandalism  there  is  a  need  to  replace  some  gravestones  which  have  worn  out  over  the  years. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,500  to  support  the  VFW 
Ambulance  Service.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  article  is  an  annual  request  of  the  Town  in  order  to  make 
donation  to  the  VFW  Ambulance  Service  which  provides  an  incredible  service  to  all  the  residents 
of  Jaffrey  and  Rindge  at  NO  charge. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  be  deposited  into  the 
Town  Clock  Trust  Fund  established  in  1998.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget 
Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  is  an  increase  of  $1,500  in  the  amount  of  contributions  made  by 
the  Town  to  this  Trust  Fund.  The  clock  in  the  Woman's  Club  building  has  required  many  repairs 
lately,  and  will  undoubtedly  need  some  major  overhaul  in  the  near  future. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000  to  offset  expenses  for 
the  Jaffrey  Millennium  Celebration  to  be  held  this  year.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget 
Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  There  is  a  Jaffrey  Millennium  Committee  which  has  scheduled  a 
celebration  this  Fail  to  commemorate  the  new  millennium.  The  Selectmen  felt  the  Town  should  be 
involved  in  this  celebration  through  this  monetary  contribution  to  help  offset  the  costs  associated 
with  this  celebration. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $17,000  to  be  deposited  into 
the  Town  History  Trust  Fund.  This  is  the  last  installment  for  this  Trust  Fund.  Volume  IV  of  the  Town 
History  will  be  published  this  year,  and  all  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Town  History  will  go  to  offset 
the  money  which  has  been  placed  in  this  fund  since  1996.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Budget  Committee. 
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LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  The  article  says  it  all.  We  have  about  $21,000  in  the  Trust  Fund  now, 
and  this  amount  will  bring  it  to  $38,000  which  is  the  total  cost  of  publishing  the  new  volume. 
Funds  to  offset  this  expense  will  come  from  the  sale  of  the  books.  In  fact,  as  of  this  writing,  we 
have  sold  over  $8,000  worth  of  Volume  IV! 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  and  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land  at  the  comer  of  Gilmore  Pond  Road  and  Jaquith  Road. 
The  Town  currently  uses  the  land  as  part  of  the  roadway.  The  Town  needs  to  purchase  this  land  m  order 
to  continue  to  be  able  to  use  it  for  vehicular  traffic.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget 
Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  There  is  a  piece  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Jaquith  and  Gilmore  Pond 
Roads  which  the  Town  currently  uses,  but  belongs  to  a  private  property  owner.  The  Town  needs  to 
continue  to  have  use  of  this  land  for  safe  vehicular  movement.  The  cost  of  this  land  is  far  less  than 
the  alterations  which  would  have  to  be  made  to  the  intersection  should  we  not  have  access  to  this 
land. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  support  of  the 
Monadnock  Community  Day  Care  Center.  Submitted  by  Petition.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  is  a  petition  article  which  is  sent  to  the  Town  every  year  to 
support  the  non-profit  Day  Care  Center.  Many  Jaffrey  children  attend  this  Center  and  it  provides 
a  benefit  to  the  Community. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,434  to  support  Monadnock 
Family  Services.  Submitted  by  Petition.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Again,  this  is  a  petition  article  which  we  receive  every  year.  MFS 
provides  many  services  to  the  residents  of  Jaffrey  and  entire  Monadnock  Region,  and  it  is  seen  as  a 
benefit  to  the  community 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $17,000  to  support  Home 
Health  Care  and  Community  Services  to  support  the  continuance  of  home  and  health  services  being 
provided  to  the  residents  of  Jaffrey.  Submitted  by  Petition.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Another  petition  article  which  we  receive  annually  and  which  provides 
a  community  benefit  to  the  residents  of  Jaffrey  and  the  Region. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  help  support  the  work 
of  The  Community  Kitchen,  Inc.  or  to  act  in  any  way  related  thereto.  Submitted  by  Petition. 
Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  is  another  petition  article  for  support  of  a  local  charity. 
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Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500  to  help  support 
Southwestern  Community  Services,  Inc.  Submitted  by  Petition.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen.  Not 
Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  is  a  new  request  of  the  Town.  Southwest  Community  Services 
provides  a  number  of  services  in  Jaffrey,  including  the  Headstart  Program,  and  housing  for  lower 
income  families. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  help  support  the 
efforts  to  purchase  new  playground  equipment  for  the  Jaffrey  Grade  School  Community  Playground. 
Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  The  parent's  group  from  the  Jaffrey  Grade  School  has  started  a  fund 
drive  for  the  replacement  of  the  playground  equipment  at  the  Jaffrey  Grade  School.  They  have 
raised  over  $40,000  of  a  total  price  of  $70,000.  They  have  submitted  a  petition  to  have  the  Town 
share  in  this  endeavor  at  a  cost  of  $5,000. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  revised  Stone  Bridge  Industrial  Park  Tax  Increment 
Financing  Plan  dated  January  27,  2000,  which  stipulates  how  tax  increment  fiinds  will  be  expended  in 
implementation  of  the  Stone  Bridge  Industrial  Park  Development  Program.  Funds  will  be  used  to  cover 
engineering  and  administration  costs  for  design  of  a  new  and  safer  access  to  the  current  bridge 
configuration  over  the  Contoocook  River  at  the  junction  of  Hadley  and  Old  Sharon  Roads,  along  with 
other  infrastructure  projects  identified  in  the  development  plan.  This  article  is  in  response  to  Article 
24(B)  approved  at  the  1999  Town  Meeting. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  Last  year  we  presented  an  article  to  create  two  new  tax  increment 
finance  districts  (TIFDs).  The  purpose  of  these  TIFDs  is  to  allow  for  infrastructure  improvements 
within  the  TIED,  without  those  costs  being  borne  by  the  Town  as  a  whole.  This  article  is  to  gain  the 
Town's  approval  for  the  Financing  Plan  at  the  TIFD  located  along  Rte  202  and  Old  Sharon  Road 
out  as  far  as  the  Landfill.  The  major  project  proposed  is  a  new  bridge,  however,  this  plan  allows 
for  other  improvements  as  well. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  13.9  acre  piece  of  land  located  off  Fitzwilliam  Road 
and  to  delegate  the  management  of  this  land  to  the  Conservation  Commission.  The  land  will  be  a  Town 
Forest,  and  will  be  called  the  "Bixler  Forest." 

The  Bixler  family  has  generously  donated  this  land  to  the  Town  to  be  held  in  perpetuity  as  a  Town 
Forest  managed  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Art.  25.  To  take  up  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

LAYMAN'S  LANGUAGE:  This  article  allows  for  people  to  raise  issues  or  concerns  not  yet 
discussed.  Otherwise,  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  in  order.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


This  year  has  been  one  filled  with  excitement,  enthusiasm,  and  perseverance  as  well  as  tragedy.  The  en- 
thusiasm and  hard  work  by  T.E.A.M.  Jaffrey  throughout  the  application  process  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Main  Street  Program  was  rewarded  by  acceptance  into  the  program  and  Jaffrey  being  named  a  "New 
Hampshire  Main  Street  Community." 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  cooperation  with  the  Town  and  T.E.A.M.  Jaffrey,  has  nearly  completed 
the  "Welcome  Center,"  appropriately  dedicated  m  memory  of  Homer  Belletete,  Jaffrey's  own  "Ambass- 
ador of  Goodwill."  We  wish,  also,  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  work  of  our  Planning  Board  for  work- 
ing with  Rite-Aid  to  assure  that  their  project  will  be  an  enhancement  to  the  appearance  of  our  downtown. 

On  a  sad  note,  in  July  were  shocked  and  saddened  when  our  Administrative  Assistant,  Jennifer  Morris, 
was  tragically  killed  in  a  motor  vehicle  accident.  Jen's  smile  was  a  bright  light  in  the  daily  operations  of 
the  Town  Office.  She  is  sadly  missed. 

We  are  continuing  to  work  on  the  town's  infrastructure  problems.  We  continue  to  search  for  a  third  wa- 
ter source  to  ensure  our  ability  to  provide  water  if  one  of  our  wells  goes  down.  This  is  a  State  mandate. 
This  year  we  come  forward  with  the  presentation  of  a  Warrant  Article  to  replace  severely  aging  and  leak- 
ing water  lines  in  an  effort  to  conserve  this  precious  natural  resource.  Looking  ahead  to  2001,  we  are 
also  under  adminisfrative  order  to  upgrade  our  sewer  treatment  plant  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  efflu- 
ent we  are  discharging  into  the  Contoocook  River. 

Jaffrey's  readiness  in  avoiding  any  Y2K  glitches  from  our  increasing  dependence  on  computer  technol- 
ogy can  be  credited  to  our  Y2K  Committee.  They  are  to  be  commended  for  their  detailed  study  and  pre- 
paredness for  implementing  emergency  measures  should  they  have  been  needed. 

We  on  the  Board  cannot  express  our  gratitude  enough  to  those  who  make  our  jobs  easier  because  of  their 
professionalism  in  performing  their  individual  tasks.  Beginning  with  the  Town  Manager,  who  deals  on  a 
day-to-day  basis  with  mundane  problems  to  emergencies,  to  the  numerous  committees  who  assist  us  in 
steering  this  ship,  to  the  part-time  lawn  mower  or  swim  instructor  —  everyone  contributes  to  the  quality 
of  life  in  this  town  that  we  are  proud  to  call  our  own.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Jaffrey  Conservation  Commission  was  established  "for  the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the 
natural  resources  and  the  protection  of  watershed  resources''  (NH  RSA  Chapter  36- A). 

The  past  year  has  been  a  fairly  active  one  for  the  Conservation  Commission.  Comment  and  mput  were 
given  on  a  number  of  wetland-related  issues,  most  notably  proposed  subdivisions  before  the  Planning 
Board,  proposals  for  variances  and  special  exceptions  before  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  review  of 
wetland  applications  submitted  to  the  State  Wetlands  Bureau. 

The  Commission  participated  in  a  "needs  assessment"  for  a  town-wide  Geographic  Information  System 
(GIS).  One  small  part  of  the  GIS  will  be  an  open  space  database.  This  database  will  help  the  Commission 
study  the  feasibility  of  developing  an  open  space/land  conservation  plan  for  the  town. 

The  Commission  cosponsored  two  regional  forums  on  open  space/wetland  issues  this  past  year. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  also  charged  with  the  management  of  Town  Forests,  of  which  Jaffrey 
has  three.  A  prospective  addition  to  the  Town  Forest  holdings  is  a  donation  of  a  13.9-acre  parcel  on 
Fitzwilliam  Road  by  Harriet  Bixler  Naughton,  Martha  Harrison  Bixler,  and  Nancy  Bixler  Issacs.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  parcel  will  be  placed  under  the  Town  Forest  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  and  will  be  called  the  "Bixler  Forest."

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REPORT  OF  THE  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL 


At  the  beginning  of  1999,  the  Economic  Development  Council  (EDC)  was  focusing  its  efforts  in  the 
creation  of  two  Tax  Increment  Finance  Districts  (TIFDs)  along  with  assisting  TEAM  Jaffrey  in  their  ap- 
plication to  have  Jaffrey  become  a  Main  Street  Community.  The  two  TIFDs  created  were  the  Downtown 
TIED  and  the  Stone  Bridge  Industrial  Park  TIED.  Boundaries  and  maps  of  the  TIEDs  were  established 
along  with  development  and  financial  plans.  (TIEDs  are  economic  development  tools  designed  to  put  in 
place  needed  infrastructure  to  assist  revitalization  and  economic  growth  activities  of  a  community  without 
increasing  the  tax  rate.  TIEDs  receive  their  financing  by  capturing  the  taxes  generated  from  the  increased 
assessed  value  of  the  tax  district.)    The  purpose  of  the  Stone  Bridge  Industrial  Park  TIED  was  to  address 
the  Hadley  Road  Bridge  to  access  the  Industrial  Park.  The  Downtown  TIED  was  designed  to  provide  lo- 
cal town  government  support  for  the  Mam  Street  Program.  Both  TIEDs  were  approved  at  the  March 
Town  Meeting  and  Jaffrey  received  notification  in  June  that  it  had  been  approved  as  one  of  New  Hamp- 
shire's 12  Mam  Street  Communities.  The  administration  of  the  TIEDs  has  been  delegated  to  the  Eco- 
nomic Development  Council.  The  EDC  is  working  closely  with  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administra- 
tion m  the  administration  of  the  TIEDs  as  New  Hampshire  implements  its  new  tax  structure. 

It  should  be  noted  that  at  the  June  24,  1999,  meeting  the  name  was  officially  changed  to  the  Economic 
Development  Council.  Prior  to  that,  the  committee  was  called  the  Industrial  Development  Authority  as 
outlined  in  RSA  162-G.  The  name  change  was  implemented  as  it  more  clearly  defines  the  mission  of  the 
Economic  Development  Committee. 

The  creation  of  the  Welcome  Center  was  another  area  that  the  EDC  worked  in  cooperation  with  the 
Jaffrey  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  TEAM  Jaffrey.  Through  the  generosity  of  Bob  Banker  and  DD  Bean 
and  Sons,  owners  of  the  Welcome  Center  land,  the  Town  was  able  to  obtain  leases  for  the  land  and  create 
the  Welcome  Center.  A  grant  of  $2,000  was  received  from  Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  along  with 
many  private  contributions  through  a  "Buy  a  Brick"  program  to  help  offset  the  costs  of  this  project.  The 
Welcome  Center  was  formerly  dedicated  the  Homer  J.  Belletete  Welcome  Center  late  this  fall. 

The  EDC  continues  to  work  with  Monadnock  Business  Ventures  (Peterborough)  and  Monadnock  Eco- 
nomic Development  Corporation  (Keene)  through  an  alliance  formed  between  these  two  economic  devel- 
opment corporations.  The  Town  applied  to  the  NH  Office  of  State  Planning  for  an  extension  of  the  Eco- 
nomic Development  Capacity  grant  on  behalf  of  Monadnock  Business  Ventures.  This  grant  request  was 
approved  and  will  be  used  by  MBV  to  frirther  their  activities  in  assisting  new  business  growth. 

In  addition,  the  EDC  this  past  year  has  under  taken  the  development  of  an  Economic  Development  Plan 
(EDP)  for  the  Town.  Hopefiilly,  this  plan,  once  approved,  will  become  part  of  the  Jaffrey  Master  Plan. 
Meetings  were  held  during  the  year  regarding  the  concept  of  creating  industrial  clusters  for  Jaffrey  and/or 
the  region.  This  is  an  economic  development  tool  that  is  receiving  more  and  more  attention  as  a  means 
for  communities  to  plan  their  economic  growth.  It  was  decided  by  the  EDC  to  finish  the  EDP  prior  to 
proceeding  with  the  industrial  cluster  concept. 

The  EDC  looks  forward  to  the  year  2000  and  the  completion  of  the  EDP  along  with  the  ongoing  imple- 
mentation of  the  TIEDs,  business  visitations,  and  working  with  TEAM  Jaffrey  in  the  revitalization  of  the 
downtown  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  fflSTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


The  Jaffrey  Historic  District  Commission  was  established  by  the  citizens  in  1969  to  safeguard  the  heri- 
tage of  Jaffrey  Center  by:  (a)  preserving  a  district  that  reflects  elements  of  its  cultural,  social,  economic, 
political,  and  architectural  history;  (b)  conservmg  property  values  in  the  district;  (c)  fostering  civic 
beauty;  and  (d)  promoting  the  use  of  an  historic  district  for  the  education,  pleasure,  and  welfare  of  the 
citizens. 

In  1 999,  your  Historic  District  Commission  met  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  whenever  there  was  a 
petition  relating  to  the  Commission's  ordinance  to  regulate  "the  construction,  alteration,  painting,  mov- 
ing, demolition,  or  use  of  structures  and  places..."  within  the  district.  In  meeting  our  responsibilities,  we 
held  special  site  visits  and  communicated  with  other  Town  committees,  commissions  from  other  dis- 
tricts, and  State  agencies. 

During  1999,  the  district  was  enhanced  by  the  re-creation  of  a  small  park,  owned  by  the  Village  Improve- 
ment Society,  at  the  comer  of  Mountain  and  Bryant  Roads.  On  the  opposite  comer,  the  Commission 
welcomed  the  establishment  of  the  Currier  House  Bed  and  Breakfast.  Finally,  the  renovation  and  rededi- 
cation  of  the  Historical  Society's  Monadnock  No.  4  Fire  House  was  accomplished. 

The  Commission  extended  appreciation  to  Owen  Houghton  for  his  years  of  service  as  Commission  mem- 
ber and  Chairman,  and  they  welcomed  new  member  David  Lang.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


1999  was  an  exciting  and  productive  year  for  the  Jaffrey  Public  Library.  Our  circulation  of  materials 
continues  to  hold  steady  with  growth  in  the  requests  for  books  on  tape.  We  continue  to  broaden  our  book 
collection  with  the  addition,  this  year,  of  more  science  fiction  titles  and  more  books  for  teens  to  read. 
Internet  access  continues  to  be  popular  with  old,  young,  and  those  in-between.  The  number  of  people 
using  the  service  increased  over  300%  compared  to  last  year.  In  addition  to  residents  browsing  the  web, 
the  library  staff  used  the  web  to  answer  reference  questions  that  our  print  sources  don't  cover.  This  year, 
we  added  Thomas's  Register  and  Reader's  Guide  Abstracts  to  our  CD-ROM  references.  In  the  coming 
year,  we  hope  to  expand  these  resources  by  adding  a  reference  computer  to  the  Children's  Department. 

Our  major  project  during  1999  was  the  upgrading  of  our  automated  circulation/catalog  system.  Our 
computer  catalog  is  now  easier  to  search  offering  keyword  searching,  especially  helpful  for  those  of  you 
who  only  remember  part  of  the  title.  Our  catalog  is  now  completely  on  computer,  including  the  re- 
sources up  in  the  local  history  room.  So  the  cards  are  all  gone,  but  for  those  of  you  still  fearful  of  the 
computer,  the  library  staff  is  always  happy  to  help  you. 

The  Children's  Department  has  had  a  busy  year  during  Christine  Tarrio's  first  full  year  as  Children's 
Librarian.  There  were  68  programs  offered  with  1,300  people  attending.  Programs  included  preschool 
story  times,  story  and  activity  sessions  for  school  age  children,  and  cultural  events  for  families  featuring 
magicians  and  storytellers.  Chris  received  a  "Kid's  Books  and  the  Arts  grant  which  allowed  us  to  pres- 
ent an  evening  of  storytelling  and  music  with  Tim  VanEgmond,  which  was  a  highlight  for  all  who  at- 
tended. 

Community  outreach  has  expanded  to  include  storyhours  for  Headstart  and  local  daycare  groups.  A  co- 
operative event  with  the  Recreation  Department  was  a  success,  and  we  hope  to  plan  more  in  the  coming 
year.    The  Summer  Reading  Program  had  93  active  participants  who  explored  "Once  upon  a  Summer 
Reading"  with  reading,  craft  activities,  a  puppet  workshop,  and  a  storybook  field  day.  56  Certificates 
were  awarded  by  Elizabeth  Shea,  Chair  of  the  Library  Trustees.  765  books  were  read  by  members  of  the 
summer  program  with  a  grand  total  of  42,905  pages. 

Monthly  circulation  contests  in  the  children's  room  continue  to  keep  children  reading  and  returning  their 
books.  Each  month  has  seen  winners  in  all  age  groups  and  circulation  is  consistently  high.  Perhaps  we 
should  have  monthly  contests  for  the  adults,  too,  and  spread  the  fun. 

During  1999,  the  library  received  a  donation  from  Homer  Belletete  to  start  a  fund  to  offset  the  cost  of  air 
conditioning  the  library.  We  also  received  a  bequest  from  the  estate  of  Norman  B.  Eves  and  donations  in 
memory  of  James  Ellison  and  Homer  Belletete.  Many  town  residents  also  honored  friends  and  family  by 
adopting  books  through  our  holiday  Adopt-a-Book  program,  which  is  a  great  boon  to  the  children's  de- 
partment. 

In  closing,  we'd  like  to  recognize  the  many  people  that  make  this  library  an  important  and  helpful  part  of 
the  community  —  our  staff,  our  weekly  volunteers,  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  and  you  —  the  people  of 
Jaffrey.  Thanks  for  your  support!

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REPORT  OF  THE  MONADNOCK  ADVISORY  COMMISSION 

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWNS  OF:  JAFFREY,  DUBLIN,  MARLBOROUGH,  TROY,  AND 

FITZWTLLIAM 


The  Monadnock  Advisory  Commission  is  charged  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  under  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  (RSA)  259:1  to  advise  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development 
(DRED)  on  the  management  of  their  lands  and  leased  lands  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New 
Hampshire  Forests  and  the  Town  of  Jaffrey.  The  lands  are  located  on  Mt.  Monadnock,  Gap  Mountain, 
and  Little  Monadnock  Mountain  (Rhododendron  Park). 

Saturday,  June  16,  1999,  the  Commission  met  at  The  Inn  at  East  Hill  Farm  m  Troy.  Business  attended  to 
was  as  follows: 

•  Discussion  on  the  Monadnock  Management  Plan  was  tabled  in  light  of  pending  legislation  to 
fund  a  master  plan  for  Monadnock,  Gap,  and  Little  Monadnock  Mountains.  The  plan  will  be 
formulated  sometime  after  the  end  of  the  year. 

•  Contmued  discussion  on  the  Dublin  Trail  parking  lot  in  Dublin. 

•  The  republication  of  the  Monadnock  Guide. 

•  Legislation  has  been  introduced  to  allow  the  Commission  to  accept  gifts,  grants,  and  donations 
and  to  have  tax  exempt  status.  The  bill  was  subsequently  passed. 

•  A  time  capsule  will  be  buried  somewhere  at  the  base  of  the  Mt.  Monadnock  on  or  about  May  1, 
2000.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


In  a  year  with  a  relatively  light  case  load,  the  Planning  Board  reviewed  12  applications: 

6  site  plans 
3  subdivisions 

1  amendment  to  a  previously  approved  subdivision 

2  change  of  use  site  plans 

Again,  the  preliminary  discussion  time,  allotted  before  each  meeting,  has  proved  helpful  to  the  Board  and 
to  those  seeking  various  approvals. 

The  Mobile  Home  Park  regulations  had  not  been  updated  for  many  years.  An  in-depth  review  of  these 
regulations  was  completed,  and  the  resulting  changes  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  in  March  2000.  A 
number  of  other  relatively  minor  changes  to  the  Land  Use  Plan,  largely  characterized  as  "housekeeping," 
will  also  be  presented  to  the  Town  in  March. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  proposed,  and  the  Planning  Board  endorsed,  changes  to  the  Impact  Fee  Ordi- 
nance that  will  make  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  appellate  body  and  that  will  allow  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  exempt  all  or  a  part  of  the  school  fees  for  deed-restricted  elderly  housing  projects.  Further,  the 
changes  will  require  that  school  funds  only  be  used  as  revenue  to  reduce  Jaffrey's  local  education  rate. 

Last  year,  the  Planning  Board  supported  the  application  to  the  Mam  Street  Program,  and  the  Board  is 
looking  forward  to  collaborating  with  this  group  as  their  work  progresses.  Certainly,  the  importance,  to 
the  town  as  a  whole,  of  a  thriving  downtown  area  is  clear  to  everyone,  and  efforts  to  improve  the  down- 
town need  to  be  supported. 

The  Cluster  section  of  the  Land  Use  Plan  was  reviewed  for  inconsistencies  and  clarity.  After  approving 
the  changes  resulting  from  this  process,  we  concluded  that  a  serious  study  of  the  long-range  impact  of 
development  (particularly  in  the  rural  zone)  is  appropriate  before  substantive  changes  are  proposed.  We 
are  not  alone  in  our  concern  for  the  fragility  of  our  "rural  character."  One  carmot  pick  up  a  newspaper 
without  reading  about  "suburban  sprawl,"  "fragmenting  space,"  "sfripping,"  or  "smart  growth."  Political 
leaders,  environmental,  State,  regional,  and  local  plaimers  are  all  focused  on  these  issues.  Our  job  i  to 
find  the  nght  solution  for  Jaffrey. 

My  thanks  go  the  members  of  the  Board,  not  only  for  their  diligence,  but  also  for  their  individual  good 
humor  and  collective  thoughtful  response  to  complex  issues.

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REPORT  OF  T.E.A.M.  JAFFREY 

-Together  Everyone  Accomplishes  More- 

On  May  10,  1999  approximately  50  hard-working  and  dedicated  volunteers  boarded  a  bus  for  Concord  to 
receive  Jaffrey's  designation  as  one  of  twelve  Main  Street  Communities  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
This  designation  was  the  culmination  of  months  of  work  fundraising,  partnership  building,  and  coUectmg 
data  in  order  to  complete  the  required  76-page  application,  allowing  Jaffrey  to  become  one  of  only  1700 
communities  in  43  states  to  officially  enroll  in  the  National  Main  Street  Program.  Celebrating  20  years 
this  year,  the  National  Main  Street  Program  is  sponsored  by  the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation 
and  has  such  a  proven  record  of  success  that  six  out  of  the  original  seven  communities  are  still  partici- 
pants m  this  volunteer-driven  program.  The  program  uses  a  four-point  approach  to  downtown  revitali- 
zation  by  stressing  design,  promotion,  organization,  and  economic  restructuring  as  the  necessary  com- 
ponents of  good  downtown  economic  development. 

TEAM  Jaffrey  started  running  with  the  Main  Street  Program  by  partnering  with  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  raising  funds  for  the  new  Homer  J.  Belletete  Welcome  Center  through  the  ongoing  "Buy  a 
Brick"  campaign  and  by  helping  local  industry  and  the  Chamber  in  planning  for  the  Jaffrey  Millennium 
celebration  (to  be  held  on  September  23,  2000).  Sadly,  the  first  months  of  the  TEAM  effort  was  marred 
by  the  untimely  passing  of  one  of  its  most  dedicated  volunteers,  Jennifer  Morris.  Her  support  and  efforts 
are  sadly  missed,  but  her  hard  work  laid  the  foundation  for  the  continued  operation  of  TEAM  Jaffrey. 

In  September,  TEAM  Jaffrey  took  another  step  forward  by  hiring  a  frill-time  Executive  Director  to  over- 
see volunteer  activities,  provide  assistance  to  local  business,  and  represent  the  TEAM  in  economic  devel- 
opment efforts.  September  also  saw  the  opening  of  the  TEAM  Jaffrey  office  on  Main  Street,  and  plan- 
ning began  for  our  National  Main  Street  Resource  Team  visit  in  November.  For  four  days  (November  14- 
17)  the  Resource  Team  toured  Jaffrey,  spoke  with  businesses  and  citizens,  met  with  the  four  committees, 
and  conducted  interviews  with  over  70  civic  organizations,  individuals,  industry,  businesses,  and  govern- 
ment officials.  These  activities  culminated  in  a  public  presentation  of  findings  and  recommendations  at  a 
luncheon  held  at  the  United  Church.  We  are  currently  awaiting  the  written  report,  which  will  be  utilized 
in  planning  for  the  next  18  months.  The  Resource  Team  Visit  represents  part  of  the  $50,000  of  technical 
expertise  that  Jaffrey  will  receive  as  a  designated  NH  Main  Street  Community. 

TEAM  Jaffrey  worked  with  the  Recreation  Department  and  the  Chamber  on  the  Chnstmas  Tree  Lighting 
in  early  December,  helping  to  expand  the  activities  with  a  hayride,  Christmas  reading,  and  business  open 
houses  following  the  tree-lighting  ceremony.  The  promotion  and  economic  restructuring  committee 
worked  together  to  introduce  "Jaffrey  Bucks"  in  time  for  the  holiday  season.  This  ongoing  program 
promotes  gift  certificates  that  are  redeemable  town  wide.  Unlike  normal  certificates  that  restrict  the  re- 
cipient to  redeeming  at  a  single  business,  Jaffrey  Bucks  allow  the  recipient  to  choose  where  they  wish  to 
spend  it.  This  program  makes  our  downtown  businesses  more  consumer  friendly  and  encourages  local 
residents  to  spend  money  downtown.

ATTEND  MEETINGS,  AND  THERE  IS  ALWAYS  ROOM  FOR  MORE  VOLUNTEERS.

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REPORT  OF  THE  Y2K  COMMITTEE 


Beginning  in  late  1998  and  early  1999,  several  Jaffrey  citizens,  with  concerns  about  possible  disruptions 
due  to  the  Year  2000  rollover,  started  a  dialog  with  the  Town  Manager  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Be- 
cause of  that  dialog,  a  meeting  was  held  on  January  26,  1999,  at  the  Town  Offices  with  the  Town  Offi- 
cials and  several  of  those  citizens.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  volunteer  "Y2K"  Committee  to 
assist  the  Town  with  information  gathering  and  education  as  to  Y2K  and  how  to  best  prepare  for  the  date 
change.  Several  meetings  of  this  volunteer  committee  were  held  and  several  items  were  proposed. 
These  items  included  a  general  information  mailing  and  a  town-wide  meeting  for  discussion  (held 
April  10,  1999,  with  about  150  in  attendance). 

Additionally,  as  more  information  became  available,  more  was  published  to  the  community.  A  massive 
effort  was  launched  to  develop  a  system  of  "neighborhood  coordinators"  (NCs)  with  a  total  of  70  people 
volunteering  to  be  active  in  their  neighborhoods  to  help  where  needed,  whether  for  information  about 
Y2K  or  about  special  needs  of  citizens  in  their  locales.  There  was  also  an  extensive  effort  made  by  the 
Amateur  Radio  Operators  (AROs)  to  develop  a  wide-area  communications  network  to  assist  police  and 
emergency  personnel  should  the  need  arise.  The  Town  also  purchased  a  radio  pack  for  emergency  use, 
which  was  installed  by  the  AROs  at  the  Police  Station.  Several  sites  were  also  identified  as  potential 
shelters,  and  the  School  District  and  Town  split  the  cost  of  a  generator  installed  at  the  Middle  School/ 
Pratt  Auditorium,  the  main  shelter  for  Jaffrey.  A  committee  was  organized  that  could  open  the  shelter, 
under  Red  Cross  guidelines,  and  be  the  preliminary  staff 

Committee  meetings  continued  to  be  held  on  an  average  of  one  every  other  week;  more  information  was 
gathered,  reviewed,  and  published.  ITie  Jaffrey  emergency  plan  was  reviewed  and  rewritten  with  input 
from  the  committee;  total  Town  agency  and  citizen  awareness  was  raised,  and  contingency  plans  were 
reviewed,  including  individual/family  preparedness. 

Jaffrey  was  early  in  getting  started  with  Y2K  by  comparison  to  many  areas  of  the  country,  and  because  it 
was  fiilly  supported  by  Town  officials,  a  significant  amount  of  excellent  work  was  done  (to  the  point  that 
the  surrounding  towns  in  the  region  used  Jaffrey's  information  as  the  model). 

All  reports  and  major  pieces  of  information  that  were  developed  for  Jaffrey  are  in  the  archive  file  in  the 
Town  Offices. 

Sincere  thanks  are  given  to  the  Town  Officials  for  their  support  with  this  endeavor  and  to  the  entire 
Committee  for  their  time  and  efforts.  Special  thanks  must  be  given  to  Mr.  Chris  Edscom  and  his  group 
of  Amateur  Radio  Operators  for  their  dedication  and  hard  work  in  developing  the  communications  net- 
work, which  will  be  ongoing  and  can  be  activated  for  any  emergency. 

Finally,  special  recognition  must  be  given  to  Mrs.  Bobbie  Gilbert  and  her  coworker,  Mrs.  Terry  Landis, 
for  the  hours  they  spent  in  developing  the  Neighborhood  Coordinators  plans  and  training  —  a  time-con- 
suming, but  very  valuable  and  worthwhile  project,  which  also  can  be  activated  in  any  emergency  if 
needed. 

Thus,  with  this  final  report,  the  Y2K  Committee  feels  that  their  work  has  been  completed  and,  pending 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  this  committee  is  now  dissolved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MANAGER 


On  July  8,  1999,  we  were  shocked  and  saddened  by  the  tragic  death  of  Jennifer  Morris,  our  Administra- 
tive Assistant.  Jen  was  a  bright  and  cheerful  person  who  was  a  pleasure  to  work  with.  She  is  missed  by 
all  of  us. 

It  is  my  hope  that  some  year  in  the  Selectmen's  Report,  the  Public  Works  Director's  Report,  and  the 
Town  Manager's  Report  we  will  not  have  to  report  anything  about  water  and  sewer  projects,  upgrades, 
mandates,  and  the  like.  Either  one  of  these  issues  has  been  on  the  forefront  of  our  agendas  for  the  past 
ten  years,  and  it  is  frustrating  that  we  are  not  able  to  put  these  issues  to  rest  once  and  for  all.  You  can 
expect  a  warrant  article  on  the  2000  Town  Warrant  for  $1 .5-million  to  replace  a  number  of  water  mains. 
We  hope  that  with  the  replacement  of  these  mains  we  will  be  able  to  reduce  the  need  for  a  third  source  of 
water.  As  you  may  know,  we  currently  have  two  main  sources  of  water  —  Turnpike  Well  and  Contoo- 
cook  Well.  The  State  of  NH  is  trying  to  get  us  to  put  a  third  source  on  line  in  the  event  one  of  these  two 
sources  becomes  unavailable.  This  notion  makes  sense  in  the  long  run,  but  we  want  to  keep  costs  as  low 
as  possible.  The  sewer  project  will  be  discussed  in  the  coming  year,  and  you  will  likely  see  a  bond  vote 
for  that  in  2001. 

The  current  economy  provides  benefits  to  us  all  with  increased  job  opportunities,  higher  wages,  and 
higher  property  values.  However,  the  increased  economic  activity  requires  additional  Town  services 
such  as  more  requests  for  police  assistance  and  recreational  activities,  more  building  permits  for  our 
Building  Inspector  and  assessing  clerk  to  follow-up,  and  increased  activity  for  our  Planning  Board  and 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  as  well  as  many  other  services.  I  think  we  all  appreciate  the  robust 
economy,  but  please  note  that  it  does  have  an  effect  upon  the  cost  of  your  town  government. 

It  was  most  pleasurable  to  spend  a  quiet  New  Year's  Eve  1999  at  home  with  no  Y2K  glitches.  I  think  we 
all  were  somewhat  relieved  by  that.  I  would  like  to  make  a  special  note  to  thank  all  the  Y2K  committee 
members,  the  neighborhood  coordinators,  the  ARES  radio  operators,  and  anyone  else  involved  in 
Jaffrey 's  efforts  to  reduce  the  impact  a  Y2K  disaster  may  have  had.  The  efforts  of  all  these  volunteers 
did  not  go  for  naught.  We  benefitted  from  these  efforts  in  many  ways  which  will  serve  us  well  in  the 
years  to  come.  Thank  you  Y2K  volunteers! ! 

All  of  our  town  departments  are  well-managed  by  professional  and  competent  department  heads.  Our 
town  employees,  whether  full-time,  part-time,  or  seasonal,  continue  to  provide  top-quality  professional 
services  to  the  Town  of  Jaffrey.  Each  employee  is  committed  to  his/her  job,  and  providing  a  service  to 
you  for  which  you  can  be  proud.  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  efforts  they  put  forth  every  day  (and  night!), 
and  I  hope  you  do  as  well.  Thank  you  Town  of  Jaffrey  employees! !

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


1999  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Jaffrey  Fire  Department.  We  answered  over  190  Fire  and  Rescue  calls. 
There  was  a  significant  rise  in  the  number  of  major  fires.  These  fires  really  test  Fire  Department  training 
and  equipment.  Our  Firefighters  did  a  great  job,  and  our  apparatus  and  equipment  performed  very  well. 

The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  types  of  calls  requested  fi-om  the  Department  over  the  past  year. 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  20% 

Fire  Calls:  Structure  &  Non-structure  17% 

Automatic  Alarms  20% 

Mutual  Aid  to  surrounding  communities  19% 

Brush  Fires  4% 

Service  calls  &  assistance  to  other  agencies  11  Vo 

Odor  investigations  &  spills  3% 

The  Fire  Department  is  expenencing  a  shortage  of  volunteers  to  become  Call  Firefighters;  this  continues 
to  be  problem  for  Volunteer  and  Call  Fire  Departments  in  this  area.  We  are  looking  for  acceptable 
applicants,  and  we  will  be  increasing  Firefighter  hourly  wages  in  an  attempt  to  keep  the  Firefighters  that 
we  have  and  help  in  recruiting  more  Firefighters. 

Jaffrey 's  Firefighters  spend  a  lot  of  time  dealing  with  emergencies,  training,  and  maintaining  equipment. 
It  is  time  to  increase  wages  to  pay  for  our  Firefighters  time  and  commitment.  Our  response  time  and 
firefighters  per  call  remains  at  an  acceptable  level. 
We  want  to  keep  it  that  way. 

Jaffrey 's  fire  apparatus  meets  all  standards  and  is  in  good  condition.  We  are  in  the  process  of  increasing 
the  pump  capacity  of  our  hose  truck.  The  fire  department  is  very  well  equipped  for  fire  and  rescue,  and 
we  are  continuing  to  upgrade  our  breathing  apparatus  and  fire  hose.  We  recommend  that  we  continue  to 
place  $25,000.00  in  the  capital  reserve  account  for  the  eventual  need  of  fire  apparatus  or  major  repairs  to 
existing  units. 

The  roof  on  the  Fire  station  had  to  be  replaced  this  past  year.  The  replacement  cost  was  just  over 
$19,000.00.  We  have  replaced  four  of  the  six  overhead  doors  and  will  probably  have  to  replace  some  of 
the  other  doors.  We  are  also  planning  to  paint  the  interior  of  the  truck  bay. 

We  commend  and  thank  Jaffi-ey's  Firefighters  for  their  service  and  dedication  to  duty. 

In  addition,  we  thank  Jonathan  Sistare,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Citizens  of  Jaffi-ey  for  their 
continued  support.

The  Year  1999  was  particularly  gratifying  in  that,  unlike  the  prior  two  years,  we  were  able  to  return  to 
the  General  Fund  $17,500.00  in  unexpended  funds.  We  were  able  to  accomplish  this  by  various  means

services  mdustnes,  was  able  to  provide  opportunities  for  those  who  were  new  entries  into  the  labor 
market  or  who  were  seekmg  better  wages.  Other  measures  undertaken  include  adoption  of  a  "Workfare 
Program,"  a  greater  emphasis  on  job  search  requirements,  and  a  better-stocked  food  pantry  in  the  Town 
Office. 

Once  again,  the  single,  largest  request  for  assistance  has  been  in  providing  shelter  either  for  temporary 
housing  or  assistance  in  paying  monthly  rent.  This  is  a  problem  that  will  persist  until  more  low-cost 
housing  becomes  available.  Working  families  with  hourly  wages  at  $8.00/hour  cannot  afford  to  pay 
$500-600/month  for  rent.  Even  families  with  working  mothers  (whose  earnings  go  mostly  towards  day 
care)  have  a  difficult  time  making  ends  meet.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Due  to  significant  employee  turnover,  injuries,  and  sickness  this  past  year,  the  Pohce  Department  was 
Hmited  m  what  it  could  do  to  achieve  many  of  the  goals  we  had  set  for  ourselves  previously.  Because  of 
the  staffing  shortages,  we  were  unable  to  offer  those  additional  services  that  enhance  the  department's 
relationship  with  community  members  who  do  not  typically  come  in  contact  with  police.  Instead  of  ex- 
panding services,  the  department  was  forced  to  concentrate  largely  on  providing  adequate  around-the- 
clock  patrol  shifts  to  ensure  public  safety.  We  had  to  spend  a  significant  sum  of  money  in  overtime  costs 
to  keep  police  coverage  at  acceptable  levels. 

As  many  of  you  know,  our  police  department  is  relatively  small.  We  have  an  authorized  level  often  full- 
time  and  six  part-time  officers.  When  even  one  officer  leaves,  the  void  is  felt.  Due  to  the  robust  econ- 
omy, intense  recruiting  by  New  Hampshire  State  Police,  the  federal  COPS  program  putting  100,000  new 
officers  on  the  streets,  a  large  pool  of  police  officers  reaching  retirement  age,  as  well  as  noncompetitive 
salaries  and  benefits,  the  personnel  turnover  and  absenteeism  has  made  for  a  very  difficult  time. 

In  the  past  18  months,  we  have  lost  seven  full-time  officers  and  four  part-time  officers.  We  also  had 
three  officers  on  extended  leave  for  health  issues  and  work-related  injuries,  and  two  officers,  as  of  this 
writing,  are  on  light-duty  status  for  medical  reasons.  We  presently  have  openings  for  two  federal  grant 
full-times  officers  and  four  part-time  officers  and  are  working  hard  to  fill  the  openings.  All  nonpatrol 
officers,  including  myself,  were  assigned  to  patrol  duty.  (In  case  you're  wondering,  I  did  not  forget  how 
to  drive  a  black  and  white!) 

Prionties  have  to  be  set.  The  basic  protecfion  of  life  and  property  and  prevention  of  crime  and  supplying 
emergency  services  must  come  first. 

It  is  especially  disconcerting  to  me  that  we  were  unable  to  continue  becoming  more  connected  with  the 
community  because  we  could  not  offer  preventive  and  informational  programs.  That  means  we  could 
not  spend  the  time  we  wanted  meeting  regularly  with  students,  teachers,  administrators,  and  counselors 
in  our  schools  and  with  our  senior  citizens.  Building  those  relationships  means  a  better  town  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

All  that  said,  I  think  we  are  over  the  "proverbial  hump."  The  Town  Manager  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
are  helping  us  through  the  staffing  crunch.  They  are  taking  a  realistic  look  at  wages  and  benefits  and 
manning  levels  that  will  provide  a  higher  degree  of  service  to  the  community  and  schools  and  enhance 
our  recruitment  and  retention  efforts.  We  have  had  several  recent  successful  recruitment  drives  that  have 
resulted  in  conditional  offers  being  made  to  two  full-time  officers  and  four  part-time  officers.  After 
completion  of  our  field  training  program,  we  expect  the  full-time  recruits  will  be  on  the  job  by  Summer 
and  the  part-time  officers  should  be  ready  by  Fall. 

Our  success  in  completing  this  task  and  maintaining  our  edge  of  excellence  greatly  depends  upon  your 
support  in  our  joint  effort  to  keep  Jaffrey  safe  and  thriving.  As  I  have  said  many  times  before,  "We  draw 
our  strength  from  the  community."  This  vision  of  partnership  keeps  us  thriving.  When  we  are  success- 
ful in  solving  our  recruitment  and  retention  problems,  the  Jaffrey  Police  Department  will  emerge  a 
stronger  and  more  viable  community  organization.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 


The  Cemetery/Parks  and  Commons  Division  performed  14  full-body  burials  and  9  cremation  burials,  and 
they  maintained  the  Town's  public  spaces  in  proper  condition. 

The  Highway  Division  provided  regular  maintenance  of  over  64  miles  of  Town  roads.  The  winter 
maintenance  included  ongoing  treatment  of  stubborn  ice  which  remained  from  prolonged  freezing  pre- 
cipitation in  January.  Road  surface  reconstruction  involving  pavement  installation  and/or  replacement 
was  performed  on  the  following  roads: 

Amos  Fortune  Road:  2,160  feet  Prescott  Road:  1,970  feet 

Gilmore  Pond  Road:  1,865  feet  Prospect  Street:  758  feet 

Nutting  Road:  398  feet  Squantum  Road:  5,875  feet 

Additional  paving  was  done  on  Charlonne  Street  and  Main  Street  in  conjunction  with  sewer  line  work. 
On  Ingalls  Road,  portions  of  the  roadbed  were  re-graded,  ditches  were  cleaned,  and  culverts  were  re- 
placed. An  engineering  design  layout  for  the  realignment,  widening,  and  paving  of  a  portion  of  Ingalls 
Road  was  prepared  and  approved.  The  parking  lot  for  the  Town  Office  and  the  Police  Department  was 
paved.  A  new  retaining  wall  was  constructed  at  the  Police  Department  to  widen  the  adjacent  lane. 
Several  new  road  signs  were  installed.  An  emergency  generator  was  installed  at  the  DPW  garage. 

The  Sanitation  Division  operated  the  Transfer/Recycling  Station,  processing  approximately  1,262  tons  of 
refuse  and  construction  debris  for  disposal.  This  represents  an  increase  of  18%  over  the  1998  amount. 
In  addition,  a  large  amount  of  other  material  was  recycled. 

The  Sewer  Division  continued  its  program  of  sewer  upgrades  to  remove  infiltration/inflow  (I/I),  replac- 
ing 832  linear  feet  of  sewer  on  Charlonne  Street  and  220  linear  feet  on  Main  Street.  A  diver  performed 
repairs  to  the  wastewater  treatment  lagoon  aeration  piping.  An  application  was  submitted  for  renewal  of 
the  wastewater  discharge  permit.  A  pilot  plant  was  constructed  and  operated  to  test  the  treatability  of  the 
wastewater  by  fixed-film  for  ammonia  removal.  A  new  emergency  generator  was  installed  at  the  Jaffrey 
Center  pump  station.  Numerous  repairs  were  made  to  equipment  and  controls. 

The  Water  Division  installed  a  new  pipeline  in  Nutting  Road  crossing  the  Contoocook  River  bridge,  thus 
restoring  a  critical  link  in  the  pipe  system.  25  water  line  leaks  were  repaired.  Several  hydrants  and 
meters  were  replaced.  The  Town's  consultant  undertook  an  engineering  study  to  develop  a  new  water 
source  to  meet  State  requirements  for  backup  supply  quantity.  As  required  by  State  and  Federal  regula- 
tion, the  first  Consumer  Confidence  Report  was  issued  to  water  users.  Hydrant  flushing  was  performed 
in  the  Spring.  Numerous  repairs  to  controls  and  equipment  were  made.  The  Water  Division  pumped  a 
total  of  151,796,000  gallons  of  water  from  the  two  town  wells  in  1999  for  an  average  of  415,879  gallons 
per  day.  This  is  a  decrease  of  about  5%  from  1998.  Survey  and  easement  preparation  work  was  done  for 
the  water  lines  in  Little  Michigan  and  Woodmere.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT

volved in  our  community,  but  I  would  like  to  recognize  the  effort  that  has  been  put  forth  by  volunteers. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  Recreation  Department  in  1999  was  to  establish  relationships  with  students  from 
Franklin  Pierce  College,  Conant  High  School,  and  the  Jaffrey/Rindge  Middle  School.  These  students  are 
the  future  of  our  community.  With  their  help,  along  with  great  support  from  teachers  and  administrators, 
we  have  had  more  community  involvement  this  year.  We  want  to  continue  to  increase  this  involvement; 
it  is  what  makes  our  community  stronger.  We  are  very  grateful  for  the  Friends  of  Recreation  as  well  as 
the  adults  who  help  us.  I  am  proud  to  report  that  the  Recreation  Department  has  completed  1999  within 
budgeted  guidelines  and  has  also  finished  with  a  small  surplus  in  the  Special  Recreation  Fund! 

This  past  year  provided  only  one  staff  change  —  Janet  Sullivan  retired  from  our  department  after  ten 
years  of  service.  Kathy  Batchelder  is  now  providing  valuable  clerical  support  as  well  as  a  communica- 
tion link  between  the  public,  schools,  and  our  department. 

What  Was  New  in  1999:  Many  activities  were  changed  this  year.  The  Easter  Event  had  the  first  ever 
marshmallow  drop  from  a  plane  flying  over  Humiston  Field,  much  to  the  delight  of  the  1 50  children  in 
attendance!  Our  Halloween  activities  were  assisted  by  25  Franklin  Pierce  College  students  and  new 
games  were  constructed  for  the  party.  The  Christmas  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony  was  expanded  to  offer 
hay  rides  and  a  reading  of  "The  Night  Before  Christmas."  We  added  a  sand  volleyball  court  and  horse- 
shoe pits  at  Lake  Contoocook,  an  additional  ice  rink  at  Humiston  Field  for  hockey  players,  a  covered 
pavilion  at  Humiston  Field,  and  wecontinued  to  improve  the  appearance  of  our  facilities.  New  events 
included  the  Black  Fly  Folk  Festival  at  Humiston  Field  that  showcased  local  musical  talent,  a  very  popu- 
lar Spring  Indoor  Soccer  Program  for  children  that  will  be  expanded  this  year.  Babe  Ruth  District  Base- 
ball Tournaments  for  players  13  and  15  years  old  were  held  in  Jaffrey  in  July  with  outstanding  atten- 
dance, the  Temple  Mountain  After-School  Ski  Program  returned  in  1999  with  over  50  participants,  after- 
school  Karate  Classes  began  in  the  fall,  and  we  had  a  wonderful  Fall  Foliage  cruise  aboard  the  M/S  Mt. 
Washington. 

What  to  Expect  in  2000:  I  always  start  out  with  a  small  list  of  things  to  accomplish,  but  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  we  have  managed  to  add  to  the  list!  In  2000,  we  hope  to  add  Youth  Flag  Football,  expand  the 
ski  program  to  include  Pat's  Peak  for  Middle  &  High  School  students,  provide  programs  during  the 
school  winter  break,  refurbish  the  skate  rink,  add  two  outdoor  basketball  courts  and  a  volleyball  court, 
complete  the  parking  project  for  Humiston  Field,  assist  in  Millennium  events,  have  some  beach  parties 
for  residents  during  the  summer  at  Lake  Contoocook,  and  continue  to  work  with  community  leaders  to 
provide  improved  facilities  and  programs.
